( HARLES DraMoxE, Eſq: 
LATE 
Champion to the King and 
Crown of England, &+c, 


was a heavy cale, When 
the dead bodies of Gods 
Servants were given for 
wat to the Foules of the 
air , and the fleſh of bis 
Saints to the beaſts f ihe

there was naman t1 b.ry them Ifthis (as yet) 
be not our caſe, who thereby muſt not think 
them greater ſinners then our ſelves, itis Gods 
dving in the midit of judgement to remem- 
ber mercy, an it is marvellous in our eyes, for 
thele wretched times have already ſeen many 
holes, no graves, many graves, and no burials , 
but thanks be to God , and p» ai/e thou the Lord 
0 my Soul , and all that is within me praiſe his 
ho'y name , as for all other blelsings,, ſo in par- 
cicular jor this publick and pious meeting in 
that wee are now cometo the [alt period of 
a {ad and ſolemn Funeral! long ſince begun , 
and ever ſince not more expected by any , then 
delured by tho'e whom it moſt concerns 
And now leaſt ay here preſent ſhould miſtake 
the meaning of this ftolemnity, or report i for a 
dumb ſhew, grve me leave toask them in our 
Saviours language, What went yee out to/ee? Tor- 
ches, Mourners, Eſcotcheons , the Hearle , the 
Grave; all theſe are but filent expreſsions of his 
condition and mortality, to whom ſuch Ob. 
ſequies, juſta funerum, do of right belong, 

Bur ſince by his death and this imployment, 
I may lay (with 1ob,) My Harp alſo # turned into

mourning , and my Organ as tbe voice of them that 
weep : ſuffer me a little from a troubled foun- 
tain rinvare dolerem, to pour a few tcars upon 
his drv bones;though | cannot revive, yer | way 
bewwaile his worth, : 
— his werth, who dying amengt the 
ſchooles of the Prophets above nine years fince, 
and being there imbalmzd with (weerOdours, 
and all this while preſerved in a Colledge 
Chappell, the very place of his former educati- 
on, & that under ſuch ſtare as became a Pecſon 
of his quality , is thus brought hither to his 
reſting place , his long home, the ancient Se- 
pulchre of his Fathers. 

Where nov you may behold a Sceletm, a 
glimpſe ofthat body, which (being alive) was 
the Cabinet of a religioas ſoule , a deep under- 
ſanding, a ſound judgemene, a noble mind , a 
high & commanding ſpirit. Hence he became 
wilc in his deſigns , obedient in his principles, 
juſt in his actions, valiant in his reſolutions,and 
tremporare in his whole lite and converſation; 
which(being adorned with comlinefle of per- 
ſon and behaviour , with affability of carriage 
and a courtly preſence,) made him a compani- 


on tor Princes at their paſtimaes, for Magiſtrates 
' at 
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at their Benches, for armed men attheir wea- 
pons, for learned men artheir books, for holy 
men at their prayers and devotions. ; 

Theſe were the vertues of a ſon, whole father 
dyed in his childhocd. 

Theſe were the vertues of a child, brought 
up by his mecher in her widowhood 

Thele were the vertues of a young man, 
the only fon , the only child of his Parents, 

Theſe were the vertues of one, whoby anti- 
ent worth and delcent was a Champien. 

And theſe be the vertues of a Champion, 
who by his place & circle had no equall, no ſha- 
rer , not one like him in the whole Kingdom : 
Nay, the hazard is too great , there will never 
bethe like again. 

The ſubject was ſuch without all queſtion, 
che vertues may be queſtioned unleſle they be 
further juſtified. 

And yet we may behold the bred(as it were) 
inthe bone, nurled up inthe Cradle, and flou- 
rilhing in his youth, ſuch as (no doubt) had 
brought torth abundance of fruit in due ſeaſon, 
had his ſtrength of body, and the command of 
his fortunes, been anſwerableto the courage 


and 
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and magnificence of { forte Nay al thele ver- 
cues (though ſpringing like himſelf to a great 
height) were yet enlightned,not conſumed, by 
the flames of theſc times, theſe unhappy times 
made them more beautifull and exemplary , in 
that he was not carried away with every wind 
of doftrine, but upon mature deliberation, 1nd 
conlulration too, ſetled in the ways of cruth and 
ſobernefle,ſo that in the midſt of theſe diviſions 
& diftra&tions, | do not wonder to lee him dye 
as he ſived, not by the ſharpneſle of the ſword, 
but ſubjeRro intirmuty and ſickneſle, a chriſtall 
veſſell ſoon broken by divine providence; Nay 
I conſider it(vvich others of like merit, veſſels of 
honour ) taken away from the evill to come, as 
being fitter for the glory of a new Hieruſalem, 
which is at unity in it ſelf. 

Only (merhinks ) this rich Cabiner of fleſh 
and bloud wanted an exchangeco let it forth, 
(Il mean) anexchange of like nature & quality, 
a conjugall ſociety, that ſo a living repreſentati- 
on of it ſelf might have EC it, from 
generation to generation. 

For my part I labour not to advance his 
worth, beyond the reach of cnvy:as being hi vr

ſelfe more vertuous then to eſcape it: 

Nor will L ſay,but amongſt ſo many Flowers 
of note , there might be now and then ſome 
ſpotted leaves, to obſcure a little the luftre and 
brightneſle of his proceedings; He may well die 
- without a friend, who lives without a fault. 

Only 1 cannot ſay, God ſpeed the plough, 
which ploughed upon his back , and made long 
furrows , as though he alſo were carthly min. 
ded, and(thereby)ſtood in need (like his land) 
ro be tilled himſelf, and turned upſide down. 
whence perhaps it came to paſle, char whil 
ſome thought him not (o careles of his fortunes, 
as their crate could wiſh : others thought him 
not [o open handed , as his condition, or their 
nece(siries required;and ſo the report ſtuck cloſe 
to him, (of ſticking cloſe to himſelf) a report 
which ſome others made too common by their 
credulity, thus tearing in peeces that reputation, 
which they could neither write nor read; 

But if ve may judg by way of compariſon,& 
every one {ct forth intheir proper colours , the 
ploughers (no queſtion) had not then ſo much 
miſtook their ſoile , as ( now 1 preſume ) rchey 
did, for, ex melori luto, experience found, he was

not a greater Heir of land, then diſcretion how 
to uſe it, had he bur lived co ſee{by the faichlull. 
neſle ot his ſervants) as much experience of che 
one, as of the other. 

The truth 1s, his predeceflors freedom be- 
came afterwards a heavy burthen upon his 
ſhoulders , which (cogether wich other mens 
harms, anda wile example) made him ſeem 
alictle par8atwer; , willing to know his own c- 
ſtate, and by knowing to prelerve it, an{wera- 
ble ro that wildom of Solomon, Fe diligent tolniw 
the tate »f thy Flocks : and might not this be well 
done for example ſake, the better to ſhew him- 
ſelf caretull , and ro make others the more in- 
duſtrious , for how can a man think to find his 
kindnefle worthily accepted, or his friend (:.th- 
ciently chanktul,who knows ner himſelf what 
he gives or grants? 

Sure | am this body wanted not ( as many 
doe )a free and bountitull hand, when cither the 
honour of his reputation, his love of learning, 
or his pationage required it . Inſtances of this 
azure might ence have been drawn from the 
breath of our Noſtrils to the ſoles of his Feer, 


(being like that pretious oyntment, which from 
che 
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the top of Aarons head,ran down to the skirts of 
his clothing) but novy the poore mans box, and 
the legacies which he gave his lervants, arethe 
beſtwitneſſes rogether with his care & readines 
not to pull down but repaire Churches, this b 
name, as being the place deſigned by himſelf, 
for a more laſting monument of his predece(- 
ſors being, his own well-being, and devetion. 

Here (methinks) before I go hence , I could 
willingly call to your remembrance, the riches 
of his Library, the glory ot his buildings, the 
orders of his family, and che proviſions of his 
houſe, were it not, that when the Qu. of Sheba 
came, and {aw the wiſdom of Solomm and his 
building, the meat at bis table , the ſitting of his 
ſervants , the. attendants of his Miniſters and their 
apparrell, tis ſaid , there was no more ſpirit in her. 
So [ fear a relation of this nature, though quali- 
fied with all reſpe&ts of civility and diſcretion, 
would make {ome ſpirits droop or raiſe up 0- 
thers beyond their due proportion. 

Bur ler ic ſuffice, time was when I might 
have told you inthe day time , he h:dthe favor 
of bis Prince, the loyalty ef a {ubje&t the prayrs 
otthe Church and the decent buriall of a good

Chriſtian;buriall did 1 "M8 that's paſt already: 
a burial nor daubed with untempered morter , 
but ſolemnly performed according tothe pub- 
lick ſervice ofthe Church of England, upon like 
occaſion; trom which form of divine ſervice, 
we now enly borrow this eccho, | 
Earth to Earth, Aſhes to Aſhes, Duſt t» Duſt, 

and {o we cover 
him with his own mould , the bowels of his 
Anceſtors, a noble and renowned family. 

Thus then 1n a word y ou may ſee and apply 
too, he who once vyas c.othed in oſt raiment, , 
is now Wrapped up in ſheets of lead, and he 
who was (o frequently brought up in Kings 
houſes, and loved them teo , is now ex congruo, 
lodged in one ef Gods houles , the bleſſing of a 

oodly heritage, his ovyn patrimony;where we 
= bim with this memoriall, worthy to t e 
written in letters of gold, He ied Champion t 
the King and Crown of England , and now (like his 
title) lyes in the duſt ex thing a ſpredy and gl rtgus 
Reſurretion , which x 90 we may all ol caine, 
The Grace of our Lord J:{us Chrift, and the 
Love of God, and the Fellowlhip of che H: ly 
Ghoſt be with us, and ler all the I cop'e lay, 
Amen.
